In response to the Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due, mailed December 16, 
2004, and in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.705, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration 
of the patent term adjustment. 

Statement of Facts- 37 C.F.R § 1.705(b)(2) 

(i) Correct Patent Term Adjustment and Basis 

Applicants respectfully submit that the correct patent term adjustment is +42 days. 
The patent term adjustment calculated by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office ("PTO"), as 
stated in the Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due ("Notice of Allowance") was zero days. That 
calculation, however, did not include an adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .702(b) for failure to 
issue a patent within three years after the filing date. In particular, under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .702(b), 
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the patent term adjustment includes the number of days, if any, in the period beginning on the 
day after the date that is three years after the filing date, but does not include, e.g., any periods 
starting from the date a request for continued examination ("RCE") of the application under 35 
U.S.C. § 132(b) was filed. 

(ii) Relevant Dates 

The above-identified application was filed October 13, 2000. The start of the 
patent adjustment period under 37 C.F.R. § 1.702(b) was October 13, 2003, three years after the 
filing date. An RCE was filed for this application on January 28, 2004. The application was 
pending the entire time from October 13, 2000 through January 28, 2004. Thus, the 106 day 
period from October 14, 2003 to January 27, 2004, should have been considered when 
determining the patent term adjustment. Copies of postcards stamped with the application filing 
date and the RCE filing date are enclosed herewith as Exhibits 1 and 2, respectively. 

As indicated on the PAIR Patent Term Adjustment History, enclosed herewith as 
Exhibit 3, the Patent Office did not credit Applicants for this 106 day period when determining 
the patent term adjustment. Recalculation of the patent term adjustment using the 106 day period 
discussed above results in a 42 day patent term adjustment, as follows:
